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Voters Reject Town House Renovation Article

The fate of the Marion Town House is as unclear 
as ever after two-thirds of the voters at the May 14 
Marion Annual Town meeting rejected via secret ballot 
the appropriation of nearly $7.9 million to renovate the 
historic building. 

Once Article 14 was introduced, the chatter began 
amongst the people packed into the Sippican School 
resource room while Selectman Norm Hills read the 
article and then sped through the reading of a prepared 
statement explaining the article. 

Hills said the decision to exclude an article 
proposing a new $5.1 million town house construction 
from the warrant and allow only the Town House 
renovation article was 'The selectmen's responsibility to 
take action," calling the Town House renovation article 
the only "reasonable, well-considered plan." 

Town House Building Committee Chairman 
Bob Raymond gave an encore presentation of the one he 
offered at a Board of Selectmen meeting in January to 
a room packed with many of the same faces that night, 
overviewing the proposed renovation and breaking down 
the costs. 

Raymond pointed to accusations that the 
committee was biased in its preference to renovate the 
existing town house, saying, "We are biased, based on 
years and years of studies and, eventually, that this was 
the best [option] for the town." 

The process to explore Town House construction 
and renovation options began almost a decade ago in 2009 
when 12 options were considered, vetted, and whittled 
down to four. The committee chose this particular 
renovation project that was poised to move ahead until 
the Town acquired the old VFW building and property at 
465 Mill Street, prompting some to form a subcommittee 
to explore a new town house construction option for that

With the original Town House Building 
Committee's option and the subcommittee's option both 
set to go before Town Meeting voters, the two remaining 
selectmen - Jody Dickerson and Norm Hills - jettisoned 
the new construction article from the warrant on March 
20 and brought forward only the Town House renovation 
article for a Town Meeting vote, a move that angered 
some residents. 

Former town moderator of 35 years David Titus 
was the first to rise and take to the town meeting floor, 
making it clear that his decision to step down as town 
moderator was based solely on his desire to speak on the 
Town House matter as he did that night. 

"I was shocked, disappointed, and very angry 
... that the selectmen at the last minute deleted [the new 
town house construction article] from the warrant," said 
Titus. "And they did this at the last minute to avoid the 
possibility of a citizen petition to reinstate the article." 

Titus called the move "self-serving and 
underhanded," accusing Hills and Dickerson of being 
"single-minded in pursuing the option that they have 
preferred." 

Titus advocated for a single-story town house 
construction at the ball field between the Town House 
and Sippican School, a suggestion that Susan Grosart, 
the sitting chairman of the School Committee during the 
Sippican School renovation, later said was impossible due 
to an agreement between the Town and the state to keep 
the field intact as a condition of the state's reimbursement 
of renovation funds. 

Titus that night said Elizabeth Taber herself 
would roll over in her grave if she knew the town was 
about to spend $7.9 million to renovate an old outdated 
building, being the shrewd business woman that she was. 
Others along the way felt Taber would roll over if she 
knew the town wasn't prepared to spend the money to 
save the building. 

Resident Dana Anderson said there was no doubt 
in her mind that renovating the Town House was the right 
decision, as the Town House is "the cornerstone of our 
village." 
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''This is a plan put together by a blue ribbon 
committee composed of experts," Anderson said. "I 
do not want to see the Town House handed over to a 
developer, even with restrictions on construction, and I do 
not want the building to sit and further deteriorate. 

"We have kicked this can down the road far 
enough," Anderson continued. "The time for us to rebuild 
is now. Yes, we will be making an investment, but the soul 
of our town is at stake and I believe it is well worth it." 

The applause Anderson elicited was slightly less 
rambunctious than Titus', an ominous sign of the results 
on the ensuing vote. 

Ray Collum, a member of the Marion Master 
Plan Subcommittee, said that although he was not against 
renovating the Town House, he felt the project should 
be spread out over time - an option he said was a more 
"planned fiscal approach." 

"It just doesn't make any sense to me ... that 
we're not looking at our priorities," said Collum. "We're 
not understanding our priorities..." 

At that point, one impassioned resident suggested

a motion to implore the use of a secret paper ballot to 
vote on Article 14, acknowledging the divisive nature 
of the Town House and the precarious position of some 
residents - namely business owners and friends - who 
may feel inhibited in openly expressing their vote, a 
notion that Finance Committee member Alan Minard, 
who was also co-chair of the subcommittee exploring a 
new town house construction on Mill Street, upheld. 

Candidate for Board of Selectmen William ''Dale" 
Jones said he was willing to "stick his neck out" in public 
support of Article 14, . .And I think the other people 

should be able to do that too." 

"We should respect the views of the people who 
are concerned about whether they will be subjected to 
pressures," said Rob Lane, who also co-chaired the new 
town house option subcommittee. 

A resounding 'aye' followed in favor of a secret 
ballot, and Minard brought the discussion back to Article 
14, lamenting the absence of what would have been 
Article 15 for a new town house construction. 

"We will not learn about, discuss, or have the

chance to vote on [another option]," said Minard. "[The 
two selectmen] disenfranchised thousands of voters 
in Marion, forcing you to vote this article down if you 
wanted to have a voice.... That to me is a travesty." 

Minard urged voters to reject the article, saying, 
"This country was founded on the principle that every 
person gets a vote.... We will send a message that we will 
not accept that... action [by elected officials]." 

Minard again said Marion was ranked No. 7 in 
the Commonwealth for highest debt per capita and that 
accruing further debt would bring down the Town's AAA 
bond rating, prompting Marion's Finance Director Judith 
Mooney to refute Minard's claim. 

Mooney said Minard's source of information 
was inaccurate, and Marion ranks 131®* amongst the 351 
municipalities for debt per capita. 

"We've increased our revenue, our reserves ... 
they've gone up actually forty percent since 2014. Our 
OPEB liability has gone up two hundred fifty percent. 

Free cash ... reserve stayed steady.... I don't foresee any 
downgrading (of the bond rating) at all." 

Speakers that followed said Titus had stolen the 
words out of their mouths, upholding that the selectmen 
essentially took the right of the voters away when they 
struck Article 15 from the warrant. 

"The process is an embarrassment, folks," said 
Andrew Santos. "It's our citizens' right to govern our 
future and to govern our community. This right was taken 
away from us." 

As this point, some had tuned out the discussion 
as they crocheted, played solitaire on their phones, and 
browsed store catalogs. 

Resident Lee Vulgaris motioned to table the 
article, which failed 185-142 after a hand count proved 
less than the two-thirds required vote. 

Candidate for Board of Selectmen Joseph Zora 
proposed putting aside the Town House project until the 
financial conundrum of the wastewater treatment was 
solved. 

"We don't have to do this cost right now," Zora 

said. 

Voters were given an orange paper - the word 
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'Yes' was printed on one half and the word 'No' was 
printed on the other half. Voters tore the paper in two and 
placed their answer into a cardboard makeshift ballot box. 
An 'X' was drawn onto their orange registered voter cards 
so that no one could vote twice. 

Residents mingled as the lines slowly lessened in 
length. Many cast their ballots and left the school before 
the results were announced - 120 in favor, 214 opposed. 

Being 10:00 pm, the moderator adjourned the 
meeting and continued it for the following night. 

In a follow-up, Dickerson said that when it comes 
to capital projects, the Town has only ever put forward 
one option on the warrant, citing the Sippican School 
renovation and the police station projects. 

"As elected officials, we have to make some tough 
decisions, and this was a tough decision," Dickerson 
said. "We've never gone with two plans, and with the 
information that we received, we believed that this one 
was in the best interest of the town. 

"The people have spoken and I one hundred 
percent respect their decision."

The Wanderer obtained a copy of the order in 
which Marion Building Commissioner Scott Shippey 
wrote that on May 4 he received additional information 
and documentation containing affidavits ''indicating the 
nonexistence of a full basement under the Southwest 
section of the previous structure," as well as new volume 
calculations by a registered professional engineer. 

"Based upon this new information ... I hereby 
order the cease and desist of all work on the property," 
Shippey wrote, until the ZBA or the Court makes a 
decision on the project's entitlement to the building 
permit. 

Peter Douglas, the abutter at 326 Front Street, filed 
the appeal in February after Shippey denied Douglas' 
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request for zoning enforcement on January 25. Douglas 
insists that Loranger supplied inaccurate information on 
his building permit application and miscalculated the 
total volume of the project, which Douglas asserts exceeds 
the allowed volume that is not to exceed the total volume 
of the previous structure that was torn down. 

The Marion Planning Board on April 19 issued the 
ZBA a letter supporting Douglas' position that the bylaw 
should be interpreted to define "volume" as habitable 
space that does not include "below-grade" basement 
space that was not habitable in the original house. 

The ZBA opened the public hearing for Douglas' 
appeal of the building permit on April 19, but promptly 
continued the hearing until its next meeting on May 
24 due to the absence of a quorum, as well as the 
unavailability of Shippey and town counsel that evening. 

Marion Recycling Heads Straight to Landfill

Effective immediately, curbside recycling service 
in Marion has been suspended with no resume date in 
sight. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
told the Board of Selectmen on Friday morning during 
a special meeting that the town's recycling servicer, 
WeCare Environmental of Taunton, informed him on 
Monday, May 7, that effective immediately, all curbside 
recycling service would cease as the facility relocates to 
Middleboro. Dawson said he was absent on Monday and 
received the notice on Tuesday, just 24 hours before the 
next scheduled curbside collection. 

Dawson began the immediate process of finding 
an interim recycling service, but amid a nationwide 
recycling crisis due to China's refusal to accept further 
recyclable materials from the Unites States, Dawson was 
unsuccessful in securing another recycling company. 

ABC Disposal recently informed Mattapoisett, 
Rochester, and other area municipalities under contract 
with the company that it would begin charging a disposal 
fee for curbside recycling, and unless retroactive fees are 
collected, ABC would pull out of its contract with the 
individual towns. 

According to ABC Disposal CEO Mike Camara, 
roughly 75% of what is tossed into the recycling cart is 
being dumped instead of sorted and sold off to China. 

China's National Sword policy bans 24 types 
of solid waste - certain plastics and unsorted mixed 
materials - until 95% of U.S. exported recyclable materials 
are uncontaminated. 

"Everybody is now scrambling to find places 
to send their recyclable materials," Dawson said. We're 
having an extremely difficult time.... Any vendor willing 
to take our materials did it with caveats." 

These vendors, Dawson said, would each exclude 
specified materials, such as glass or cardboard, "And we 
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do not have a facility to sort through the material and 
deliver to prospective places," Dawson said. 

In light of this, Dawson contacted the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
and requested a one-time waiver from recycling, a state 
mandate for municipalities, so the town could dispose of 
the recycling into a landfill. 

"It's a less-that-ideal scenario," Dawson said." We 
continue to wrestle with finding a vendor." 

Mass DEP did provide the Town with a list of 
prospective vendors, and in the meantime issued Marion 
a waiver for two weeks only. 

"It's an emergency provision," Dawson said. "We 
had no other option than to do what we did." 

WeCare Environmental services 15 municipalities, 
and Dawson said he believes all were granted a 
temporary waiver from the DEP. WeCare Environmental 
told Dawson that curbside recycling in Marion would 
resume again after a number of months as the company is 
established at its new Middleboro site. 

"We can expect an increase in cost, because the 
further out we go there's a rise in transportation costs ... 
and we're at a point where we almost have to accept any 
reasonable offer for entities that will take the material," 
Dawson said. 

WeCare Environmental sold its current Taunton 
facility located on Mozzone Boulevard to a company 
transforming the facility for marijuana cultivation. 

Also during the meeting, at the request of Police 
Chief John Garcia, selectmen appointed Jonathan Tracy as 
a one-year probationary full-time police officer and Adam 
Nawoichik as a part-time officer. 

Tracy was a full-time officer in Lebanon, New 
Hampshire for 14 years, with experience as a K9 handler. 
Nawoichik was in the U.S. Marine Corps for four years 
and has been an on-call officer in Marion for five, also 
serving as dispatcher for a year. 

Derek Malouin was approved as a seasonal 
employee (under 20 weeks employment) with the 
Harbormaster's Office as harbormaster assistant and 
shellfish officer. 

The board approved a contract with CDM Smith 
not to exceed $54,500 for the annual inflow and infiltration 
program. The contract includes design and construction 
for the replacement of over 1,000 feet of 8-inch sewer 
pipe, chemical root control treatments, testing and sealing 
of sewer connections, and manhole repairs at various 
locations including Delano Road, Front Street, and Joanne 
Drive. 

In other matters, the board appointed Jonathan 
Henry as tree warden, a volunteer position until the 2019 
Annual Election. 

The employment contracts for Fire Chief Brian 
Jackvony and Lieutenant Richard Nighelli were approved 
and ratified. 

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for June 5 at 7:00 pm at the 
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Marion Town House. 

Voters Say 'Yes' to Ban Marijuana Sales 

Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting

There was an hour of debate. Those for and 
those against the passage of local bylaws that would ban 
retail business activities related to recreational marijuana 
sales and cultivation in Mattapoisett spoke their minds, 
pleaded their cases. 

There was passion. There was opinion. There was 
data. But when the smoke cleared and the votes carefully 
counted. Article 1 proposing a new Zoning Bylaw 
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banning ''marijuana cultivators, independent testing 
laboratories, marijuana product manufactures, marijuana 
retailers of any other types of licensed marijuana related 
businesses," passed, as did Article 2, an amendment to the 
Town's General Bylaws. 

After the formal reading of Article 1 by Planning 
Board Administrator Mary Crain, Town Moderator John 
Eklund invited the public to speak their minds. The first 
to come forward was Elizabeth Sherry opposing the ban. 

Sherry quoted various reports and articles citing 
marijuana's positive influence in stemming opioid use 
and its positive impact on those suffering from pain and 
anxiety. 

"In Colorado, deaths from opioids have been 
reduced by thirty-three percent." She said the negative 
language in the article might deter people from exploring 
the medical benefits of marijuana and passionately stated, 
"Alcohol and cigarettes are gateway drugs.... You can't 
overdose on marijuana." 

Next came George Randall who spearheaded 
the article banning marijuana. Randall, a lifelong 
resident of Mattapoisett, spoke to the negative impact 
marijuana establishments would have on the youth 
in the community. As he had at prior Planning Board 
meetings, Randall pointed to claims of rising public safety 
issues in Colorado since it legalized pot. He likened the 
legalized sale of recreational marijuana to an increase 
in school shootings, saying that there would be "dire 
consequences." He urged the passage of both articles 
as he returned to his seat accompanied by a round of 
applause. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons repeated her often heard 
comments that marijuana establishments in Mattapoisett 
would require additional police staffing to monitor 
such businesses. Lyons said taxes collected would go 
to the state and not to the town, negating any economic 
advantage Mattapoisett might receive.* She also reminded 
voters that there was no conclusive sobriety test that 
police could perform in the field to determine intoxication 
from pot as there is for alcohol consumption. 

Don Bamberger rose to speak against the ban, 
saying, "Massachusetts has already legalized marijuana 
so we aren't going to stop people from this.... Prohibition 


Muboon 
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didn't stop drinking," he said. "Booze has killed more 
people." He pointed to the industry's positive economic 
benefits providing "good jobs" and that taxes collected in 
Colorado had paid for schools and infrastructure projects 
to the tune of $247 million. He ended his comments by 
saying the town should embrace and regulate marijuana 
locally. 

Sandra Dawson also spoke to the economics 
involving pot sales, but said that only about two percent 
of all sales would benefit the town and that those taxes 
had to be used for additional policing and drug related 
programs.** Dawson was for adoption. 

Richard Bates added his voice against Article 1, 
saying alcohol was readily available and more dangerous 
than pot, suggesting perhaps next year ".. .We can pass a 
bylaw making Mattapoisett a dry town." 

Former Town Administrator Mike Botelho asked 
for clarification on how federal regulations that still 
consider marijuana an illegal drug could conflict with local 
bylaws and how revenue generated from retail sales was 
handled. 

Town Counsel Jonathan Silver stein said 
marijuana businesses were most likely using credit unions 
and private equity establishments for the cash-only 
transactions. 

Chief Lyons inserted the theoretical possibility that 
federal regulations could still be imposed at the local level. 

Eklund and Silverstein had earlier in the debate 
clarified that Articles 1 and 2 were essentially the same, 
with Article 1 adding a new Zoning Bylaw prohibiting 
non-medical pot stores and associated businesses, and 
Article 2 a new Town General Bylaw doing the same, 
eliminating the need to debate Article 2. 

Article 1 passed 183-52, with Article 2 passing 192- 
53. 

The only other article garnering any serious time- 
consuming debate came from Article 24 for funding to 
build a dog park. 

After Community Preservation Act Committee 
Chairman John DeCosta gave the annual report, he 
read Article 24 that would grant $75,000 from the CPA 
undesignated fund and open space reserve to build a 
dog park on town-owned property adjacent to the police

station and skate park. 

Freemin Bauer, an Eagle Scout whose Eagle 
project was the inspiration for pursuing the construction 
of a dog park in Mattapoisett, gave a PowerPoint 
presentation in support of the article that he said would 
benefit the 900 licensed dog owners in the community. 

Bauer's presentation included the benefits to 
dogs running off-leash in a controlled space and the 
opportunity to socialize. He also broke down how the 
$75,000 would be used to purchase fencing, pea stone, and 
other materials needed while noting that labor to build 
the park would be primarily from volunteers - Friends 
of the Mattapoisett Dog Park. Bauer's presentation also 
noted that ongoing fundraising efforts would contribute 
to maintenance and clean up needed for the park. 

But not everyone was barking up the same tree as 

Bauer. 

Grant Johnson spoke first, saying that he had 
nothing personally against Bauer but felt the project had 
"real financial implications." 

Reading from a letter he had previous submitted

to the Board of Selectmen, Johnson said that some 
professional dog trainers were against dog parks because 
it allowed unrestrained dogs to fight and that unless a 
person knew how to break-up a dogfight, people could be 
injured. He said studies suggest dog parks should never 
be located near residential areas. 

Selectman Paul Silva said the article was not 
about where such a park would be located in town, but 
whether CPA funds would be granted to build one. 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
said, ''Fm concerned about the financial impact." She said, 
with so many other needs in town such as senior housing, 
that a dog park wasn't something "we really need." She 
also said that a recent property acquisition near the police 
station had an estimated value of $370,000 that should not 
be wasted on a dog park. 

DeCosta clarified that the CPA forwards to Town 
Meeting grant applications received by the committee, 
not generated by the committee. He said the committee 
discussed housing and other already approved projects 
such as wharf repairs, but that those monies had yet to be 
used. 

But voters were not overwhelmingly in favor of 
a dog park as many spoke against spending CPA funds 
in this manner. It seemed like debate would continue, 
but Paul Osenkowski called to move the question, noting 
that the hour was getting late and there were still many 
articles yet to discuss.

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The dog park was defeated 94-49. 

All other articles on the warrant passed. 

As time ebbed away nearing 11:00 pm, the voting 
majority continued to decrease, yet a hardy number 
remained to complete the entire warrant of 35 Articles. 

Highlights of the warrant also included 
the passage of Article 4 General Operating Budget, 
$26,625,233; Article 3 increasing elected officers' 
compensation; Article 5 $434,100 appropriation for OPEB 
liabilities; Article 6 $260,000 for design and costing for a 
new fire station; Article 29 a new bylaw that establishes 
a fine for putting snow onto public roadways ($100); and 
Article 33 that changes the compensation process for the 
director of the Council on Aging from a step-grade to a 
contract negotiated performance-based structure. 

Editor's Notes: * Municipalities are allowed to adopt 
up to a maximum of 3% local sales tax on all recreational 
marijuana sales [830 CMR 64N.1.1 Marijuana Retail Taxes 
section 2(b)]. "^"^Marijuana establishments must enter into a 
"Host Community Agreement" with the municipality, which 
may impose a "community impact fee" of up to 3% of gross 
sales (separate from the 3% local sales tax) ". ..as long as the fee 
is reasonably related to real costs imposed on the municipality 
due to the establishment. ..operating there." (Chapter 334 of 
the Acts of 2016 and Chapter 55 of the acts of 2017, and as 
described on page 9 of the Cannabis Control Commission's 
Guidance for Municipalities Regarding Marijuana for Adult 
Use.)

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The Tale of Two Town Meetings 

Marion Annual Town Meeting 

By Jean Perry 

There was no question as to the presence of a 
quorum for Marion's Monday, May 14 Annual Town 
Meeting, but Tuesday's ATM 2.0 was a relative trickle 
compared to the crowd that cascaded into the Sippican 
School multi-purpose room the previous night. 

Monday's highlight was indeed Article 14, the 
nearly $7.9 million Town House renovation project (see 
the article titled "Voters Reject Town House Renovation 
Article"), but there was plenty of discussion on other 
articles, especially if they pertained to the wastewater 
treatment conundrum. 

Article 15 was for $2,500,000 for wastewater 
treatment plant improvements, including a new 
impermeable liner for sludge lagoon No. 1, drainage 
of the lagoon, removal and disposal of the settlement 
material, re-grading and repair, and the improvement of 
pumping capacity to the lagoon. 

Discussion was robust and reminiscent of past 
town meetings that consistently featured wastewater 
articles, and there are few things more contentious to 
Marion Town Meeting voters than sewer and water rates. 

The Town faces a December 1, 2019 completion 
date for certain remediation actions mandated by the 
Environmental Protection Agency in the Town's National 
Pollution Discharge Elimination Systems permit (NPDES). 

Some residents wondered why, if the cost was to 
come from sewer ratepayers, was the entire town voting 
on the matter, a question asked in town meetings past. 

"Because it's a requirement of the law," said 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson, explaining that 
town meeting voters years ago adopted the "enterprise 
accounting" system, which means "...Sewer funds sewer, 
water funds water, and taxes fund the general budget," 
said Dawson. 

But water and sewer rates are "through the roof," 
residents complained, and when asked how much rates 
would be going up next year. Finance Director Judith 
Mooney said at least 3 to 10 percent. "It all depends on 
how we structure the base, look at base charges, and the

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three tiers," said Mooney. The increase for the average 
single-person home would be about $28.64 and as high as 
$214 for a family of five, Mooney said. 

Board of Selectmen candidate (and consistent 
voice on the town meeting floor) Joseph Zora recalled 
last year's article to fund a study of sewer connection 
viability to Aucoot Cove that was rejected by voters, but 
was undergone anyway through grant funding from the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

"Right now, the cheapest option they have is $6.8 
million," said Zora. And now the BBC is suing the Town, 
Zora said. Thus began his first memorable diatribe of the 
evening. 

Town Moderator Brad Gordon interrupted Zora 
and granted him one last minute to opine, which didn't 
please Zora one bit. After exceeding that minute, Gordon 
told Zora, "Mr. Zora, if you could please take your seat." 

"If this article is not approved," Dawson said, "... 
the Town will be in violation of its [NPDES permit]." If 
that happens, he said, he would anticipate daily fines that 
could total $35,000 per day. 

Dawson said future costs are difficult to predict, 
but it could top an additional $7 million over time. 

Resident Lee Vulgaris reluctantly suggested 
adopting the article, adding, "Every time that we've put 
something off, it has cost us more and more money down 
the road." 

Voters raised their orange voter cards, which 
indicated a visible two-thirds majority, but Gordon called 
for a hand count nonetheless. The count was in favor, 206- 
20 . 

Voters did approve the Town's $22,877,298 
operating budget, up 4.18% from fiscal year 2018 
(supplemented by transfers, indirect costs, and free 
cash) with $21,417,958 to be raised and appropriated. 
Three items were held for question. Line item 151 (Legal 
Expenses) was questioned by Zora who asked about 
the prior year's spending on legal defense against the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition ($341,728 to date). Line item 301 
(town's assessment towards Upper Cape Tech Operations) 
was held with one resident asking why. The answer was 
that there was an increase in Marion students, up from 
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18 to 23. Line item 420 (Public Works) was questioned, 
with one resident asking if funds to reopen the leaf dump 
were included. Dawson clarified that the transfer station 
is under the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District and not the DPW. 

Other articles that passed on Monday: Article 
1 to set the annual salaries for the following elected 
officials - Board of Selectmen $4,902, Board of Assessors 
$4,839, Board of Health $1,866, Town Clerk for $19,493, 
Town Moderator for $245 for annual town meeting and 
$81 for special town meeting; Article 3 to appropriate 
$2,123,021 to operate the Water Enterprise Fund; Article 
4 to appropriate $3,069,526 to the Sewer Enterprise Fund; 
Article 5 for $25,000 for revaluation of real and personal 
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property by the Board of Assessors; Article 6 for $120,000 
to fund accrued benefits for retiring employees; Article 
7 for $240,000 for Other Post-Employment Benefits 
(OPEB) with some discussion; Article 8 for $50,000 to the 
Stabilization Fund; Article 9 to appropriate $75,000 to the 
Capital Improvement Projects Stabilization Fund; Article 
10 for $75,000 to the School Department Stabilization 
Fund; Article 11 for $38,000 for a new police cruiser; 
Article 13 for $115,000 to fund the engineering and 
design for the Mill Street water main replacement to be 
transferred from the Water Enterprise retained earnings. 

During the Special Town Meeting, Article SI 
passed for the transfer of $150,000 to supplement the 
FY18 snow and ice removal. Article S2 passed, with some 
discussion, for the appropriation of $817,105 for 2,700 feet 
of 12-inch water main on County Road from Point Road 
to Blackmore Pond Road including engineering costs. 
Article S3 passed, which will supplement Article S2 with 
the authorization to borrow the money for that capital 
project. 

Onto Tuesday, the main event was by far the 
Sippican Historical Society's proposed "Demolition 
Delay" Bylaw, Article 35, which failed to pass after a 
lengthy discussion. 

Many perceived flaws in the language that 
appeared to grant too much authority to the Historic 
Commission and create more red tape for residents of 
older homes affected by a bylaw. 

The Planning Board supported the article. 
Chairman Eileen Marum stated, but two-thirds of the 
voters present ultimately did not. 

"This bylaw buys time to seek alternative 
methods that might save these places," said Historical 
Society President Frank McNamee. "It's the charm of 
these [historical structures] that have drawn people to the 
Town of Marion..." 

Christine Winters wondered about homeowners 
facing financial hardships a result of the bylaw that 
proposed a delay period of up to one year before a home 
75 years or older could be torn down, "...and limiting the 
detrimental effect of demolition on the character of the 
town," as the article stated.

The Historical Commission would assess possible 
historic elements to the house and if the commission 
deemed the structure ''significant/' the property owner 
would have to either find someone to purchase the house 
for preservation, or demonstrate that during the course 
of a year the owner attempted "reasonable" efforts to 
find a purchaser to preserve the house. Furthermore, the 
enforcement section of the bylaw would impose a two- 
year moratorium on building permits for that property 
after a demolition, and section 5.4 would have authorized 
the commission to "institute any and all actions 
proceedings, in law or equity ... to obtain compliance..." 

John Howard, who is on the Board of Health and 
owns a 330-year-old house, said he opposed the article 


because someone struggling to remain in the house might 
be at a disadvantage. And what if somebody got sick, he 
asked. 

"This is not a friendly article," Howard said. 

Cynthia Callow who sits on the Conservation 
Commission concurred. 

"Has [the Historical Society] ever considered 
what it costs for us to maintain the houses that we live 
in?" Callow asked, who herself lives in a historical 
building and sees neighbors dealing with that issue. 

Judith Rosbe of the Society said she thinks the 
commission would consider all reasonable angles and not 
act as a "Gestapo." 

But most voters thought the article went too far 
and was unfair to property owners, and even went as far 
as to call it unnecessary added bureaucracy. One resident 
pointed out, "People own these properties. They're not 
just historical sites; they're their homes," and people 
applauded. 

"The intent of this is honorable," said Vulgaris, 
"but we are taking away the rights of the homeowner 
however you look at it." 

Furthermore, currently only three people sit on 
the Historic Commission, a concern to voters who think 
that's too much power for three people. 

Other flaws pointed out pertained to the arbitrary 
"75 years old," which someone pointed out that today an 
affected home would be built in 1943. And who wants to 
save that, he asked. And every year after that, the 75 years 
would keep rolling forward to the next year - 1944,1945, 
etc. 

After significant debate, Christopher Washburn 
moved the question onto the next article. 

The Planning Board's Article 33 to re-zone lots 
owned by Sherman Briggs on Spring Street passed, 
although it was shot down several times in prior town 
meetings. 

With only 0.03% of Marion zoning considered 
Residence E, allowing for cluster multi-family 
developments. Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum 
said Marion needed this zoning to allow for potential 
housing for those wanting to downsize, a priority in the 
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new Master Plan. 

There was some opposition and concerns about 
traffic and what an ensuing project would look like. 

Zora thought the re-zoning was a ''horse before the cart" 
scenario, and he focused much of his debate on potential 
projects, which prompted the moderator to remind him 
that this was a re-zoning article and not an article for a 
particular project. 

"It's perfect, the location," said Vulgaris. "There's 
no one there to complain except the guys who come out 
of the bar." And no developer would buy the land unless 
they were certain they had the zoning, he added. 

It was clearly a two-thirds vote, but Zora 
motioned for a hand count resulting in a 129-37 adoption

of the article. 

"I guess my ear is validated," Gordon said. 

The Planning Board's Article 34 appeared to be 
a simple housekeeping to amend the Code of the Town 
of Marion as the board undertakes codifying the bylaws, 
until John Rockwell brought to voters' attention that there 
was actually some new language added to those bylaws 
that weren't there before, specifically referring to "a part 
about use of town water" versus potable water, Rockwell 
said, an issue that came up before the Planning Board 
earlier this year. 

"It was so hidden I didn't know it was there," 
said Rockwell. "There should be a separate article that 
should be published," he added. "As far as process and 
open government, this really fails." 

Selectman and Planning Board member Norm 
Hills said the article was viewed by town counsel, but 
Zora contested the article and suggested tabling it "until 
everyone gets a copy." At that, the article was tabled. 

Susannah Davis' Article 39 to allow dogs on 
Silvershell Beach from October 1 to June 1 was passed 
over after failing to convince anyone that allowing dogs 
on the beach was a good idea. 

All three of resident Ted North's citizen petitions 
failed to pass, with Article 37 prohibiting any individuals 
from sitting on more than one elected board, and also 
limiting selectmen from assuming other elected positions 
or employment by the town being tabled. 

North's Article 36 to prohibit selectmen from 
placing any Town House spending articles on the 
warrant, and Article 38 to make public hearings on 
warrant recommendations mandatory, were both passed 
over, with town counsel advising that both articles were 
unlawful because they "interfered with the selectmen's 
authority with preparing the warrant." 

Articles that passed on Tuesday: Article 15 for 
$320,000 to replace about 770 feet of 6-inch diameter 
sewer pipe in Mill Street between Route 6 and Wells Road; 
Article 16 to appropriate $50,357 for the Fire Department 
to upgrade the department's newly acquired SAFE boat; 
Article 17 for $31,290 for the Police Department to replace 
laptops (and mountings, roof antennas, etc.) in five 
cruisers; Article 18 to appropriate $83,000 (less than stated 
in the warrant at $109,500), for a used 72-foot telescopic 
boom lift and trailer; Article 19 to transfer $62,000 from 
the Waterways Account for the harbormaster to buy one 
SUV-type vehicle for the Marine Department passed 
with some discussion; Article 20 for $34,200 for the Fire 
Department to resurface the apparatus bay floor at the fire 
headquarters on Spring Street; Article 21 for the School 
Department to spend $20,000 to continue the next phase 
of VTC flooring replacement at Sippican School; Article 
23 for $32,500 for the facilities manager to purchase and 
install generators for various town-owned buildings; 
Article 24 to appropriate $2,000 for the Community 
Preservation Committee administrative expenses; Article 
25 for $88,500 from annual estimated revenues to meet 
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the Community Preservation Act requirements for the 
purpose of funding open space, community housing, and 
historic reserves for fiscal year 2019, and $204,500 to the 
CPA Budgeted Reserves; Article 30 for $2,000 from the 
Chester A. Vose Fund to the Assessors for the reduction of 
taxes; Article 31 to authorize a Recreation Revolving Fund 
to accept fees from recreation participants, not to exceed 
$150,000; Article 32 for a revolving fund not to exceed 
$17,500 for purchasing public health-related items; Article 
40 authorizing the Board of Selectmen to appropriate 
grant money and other private foundation funds to 
various town programs; Article 41 to authorize the BOS 
to ''institute, defend, or compromise suits of law"; Article 
42 to authorize the BOS to sell articles belonging to the 
Town; Article 43 authorizing the BOS to sell or transfer 
any taxation possession of property held by the Town, 
after some discussion; and Article 44 to consider reports 
of the Town officers and committees. 

Article 22 was passed over, which was to transfer 
$45,000 from the Water Enterprise Fund for the Water 
Department to buy one 4x4 pick-up truck with plow. 

For Tuesday's Community Preservation 
Act articles: Article 26 for $50,000 from the Historic 
Reserves to the Sippican Historical Society to catalog 
historical documents and artifacts and organize the 1998 
Architectural Survey; Article 27 for $15,000 from Historic 
Reserves, $10,000 from CPA undesignated funds to the 
Marion Firefighters' Association to restore its Maxim 


1937 Ford fire truck; Article 28 for $29,328 from Open 
Space / Recreation Reserves for the Marion Recreation 
Department to replace an aging playground at Silvershell 
Beach; Article 29 for $35,000 from Open Space/Recreation 
Reserves to the Charles R. Washburn Memorial trust for 
electrical upgrades to meet code at Washburn Park Lane. 

Commission Approves Long List of RDAs 

Marion Conservation Commission

The May 9 agenda of the Marion Conservation 
Commission was packed with a number of Requests 
for Determination of Applicability, all of which were 
promptly passed relatively problem-free and given 
negative determinations (no Notice of Intent filing 
required). 

Stanley Russo received a Negative 2 
Determination for his Request for Determination of 
Applicability to place some fill within the coastal flood 
plain with no vegetated wetland or other resource areas 
nearby at 4 Crapo Street. The previous house was razed 
and the new house is slated for the same footprint. 

Wayne Costa filed a RDA to maintain and repair 
a paddock by adding sand to provide dry ground for the 
horses at 2 Washburn Park Lane. According to Costa, the 
area puddles after rain. The work received a Negative 
3 Determination and a condition that grading be at an 
elevation below the driveway to prevent runoff into the 
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wetlands. 

The commission rendered a Negative 2 
Determination for Fred Trezise's RDA to remove one 
white pine tree already 'Topped" and fallen and five other 
white pines threatening the house at 22 River View Road. 

David Cooper received a Negative 3 
Determination for a RDA to build a 30-foot by 12-foot 
deck with a 14-foot by 10-foot extension attached to the 
back of the house at 28 Parlowtown Road, with no special 
conditions. 

Kerry Quinlan-Zhou of 309 County Road received 
a Negative 3 Determination for her filing of a RDA to 
install a 24-foot by 24-foot round above ground pool 
with a small deck connecting to an existing deck, with a 
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condition that no pool water be discharged within 50 feet 
of the wetlands. 

Peter Scala of 28 Point Road filed a RDA to cut 
and grub vegetation at 28 Point Road and received a 
Negative 3 Determination and a condition that irrigation 
be maintained until the beach grass is firmly established. 

Also during the meeting, Frank Deland was 
approved for his Abbreviated Notice of Resource Area 
Delineation for 498A Point Road to confirm the wetland 
line as marked. Neighbor Frank McNamee contested the 
presence of a perennial stream on the property, but the 
U.S. Geological Survey map did not confirm the presence 
of a perennial stream, although running water may be 
present on the property. According to the commission, the 
USGS has certain criteria to define such a stream. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for May 23 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

It was nearing closing time at the May 15 meeting 
of the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission; that 
is to say, all public hearings had been heard and the 
commission was on to ''walk-ins" when Charles Motta of 
26 Holly Lane asked to speak. 

Motta complained bitterly that a two-lot 
development being constructed by Greta Fox adjacent 
to his property was wreaking water havoc throughout 
the neighborhood. He said that he and several of his 
neighbors never had water issues on their parcels until 
construction began on the Fox property. 

Motta said that wetlands on Fox's property were 
draining into his cellar keeping his sump pump working. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike 
King told Motta that when he walked the site with 
a state official from the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection, "...All the engineered 
structures had been installed and were operating 
as designed." King suggested that stormwater was 
migrating to Motta's location from Marion Road versus 
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the Fox construction site. 

Motta remained flummoxed and asked King what 
actions he might be able to take to get some help in this 
matter, saying he had spoken to the state and to the town 
administrator and the commission - what was left? 

King said, "The buck for us left when the DEP 
issued a superseding Order of Conditions." But Motta 
pleaded, "I don't know where to go." 

King said he wished there was something he 
could do. 

"Groundwater is vastly different from 
stormwater," King said, "and the house was designed 
to meet the resource area. We have no control over the 
project; it is the DEP." 

Motta said he felt compelled to contact state 
representatives for assistance. King said, "The squeaky 
wheel gets the grease." 

In other business. Blue Wave Solar represented by 
Richard Riccio of Field Engineering, sought a Request for 
Determination of Applicability for Phase II of a previously 
approved and permitted solar farm located on Tinkham 
Hill Road, abutting both North Street and Shady Oak 
Drive. 

Riccio said the project had not changed in scope 
since it was first before the commission in 2013, at which 
time wetlands delineation had been accepted and a 
negative determination was rendered for Phase I. 

Abutter Sylvia Ouimet of 196 North Street asked 
how far away from her rear property line the fencing 
would be. Riccio said 275 feet. She also inquired about 
screening and was told that plantings would be dense and 
fencing would be higher than Phase I. 

Pat Alex, 2 Tinkham Hill Road, asked why 
screening had never been planted along the boundary line 
of property across the street from her residence. Riccio 
said that the project had not been completed, but that 
with the completion of Phase II, those plantings would be 
done. 

Mike Flynn, 6 Shady Oak Drive, asked about 
the public notification he had received that indicated the 
Order of Conditions had expired. King responded that 
that was why the project was back before the commission 
to receive new orders. 

There were several other questions about setbacks 
and whether or not the solar array would be visible from 
North Street. Riccio said the solar field would be situated 
some 300 feet away from North Street and that other 
issues would be addressed on May 17 when the applicant 
would have a public hearing for a Special Permit at the 
Zoning Board of Appeals meeting. 

Blue Wave received a Negative Determination 
of Applicability (no Notice of Intent required) and must 
notify the conservation office when work begins. 

Other matters included a RDA filing by 
Christopher Riley for the construction of a shed at 3 
Goodspeed Island. The request was continued pending 
clarification of construction methods from the Building 
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Department. 

James Faughnan, 21 Fieldstone Drive, received 
a Negative Determination for a RDA to plant lawn and 
remove several trees in jurisdictional areas. 

Stacie Hess, 1 Spruce Avenue, sought and 
received a Negative Determination for a RDA filing for 
the construction of a shed. 

James Hurd, 19 Centre Drive, also received a 
Negative Determination for his RDA filing to extend an 
existing deck. 

Mark Julien, 30 Ocean Drive, represented by 
David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates, 
Inc. sought and received an Order of Conditions for a NOI 
filing to provide beach nourishment to a coastal beach 
some two acres in size. Davignon said his client intended 
to keep the permit actively open for three years to assess 
the effectiveness of the coastal restoration. 

Bob Rego of River Hawk Environmental, EEC 
returned to the commission with updated plans for 
property located on Marion Road, owned by Rahim Aghai 
who plans to build a three-lot subdivision. During his 
first meeting with the commission, several issues were 
addressed and suggestions made prompting Rego to 
return with those changes. 

The commission was satisfied with stormwater 
management systems that included rain gardens and 
sub-filtration for roof run-off. Both commission members 
Trevor Francis and King praised Rego for his work. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for June 11 at 6:30 
pm in the town hall conference room. 

Artist to Paint Mural at RMS 

Rochester School Committee

The PTO Cultural Council is at it again with its 
next artistic endeavor to beautify Rochester Memorial 
School, this time with a large-scale painted mural. 

RMS Principal Derek Medeiros told the Rochester 
School Committee on May 10 that artist Todd Woodward 
would be painting one of the walls in one of the outside 
courtyard areas located off the library media center. 

''This is something that the cultural committee 
came together to [accomplish]," said Medeiros. "I think 
they were inspired by the one that was done at the junior 
high." 

Woodward was that artist who painted the mural 
at the junior high. 

"I saw the one at the junior high and it was 
beautiful," said School Committee Chairman Tina Rood. 

Medeiros said the theme of the mural would be 
daffodils, but that was quickly corrected when Medeiros 
provided an illustration of the proposed mural to the 
committee members who promptly pointed out that the 
flowers were poppies, not daffodils. 

"Oh, that's beautiful!" said Rood. "That's 
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gorgeous!" 

In light of his misidentification of the flower, 
Medeiros admitted that it was "Mrs. Medeiros" who 
tended the garden at home. 

"There's not one doubt," Rood said as the 
committee laughed. 

Woodward will begin the mural the first week 
of June during the school day. Although students do not 
regularly enter the courtyard space, access to that area 
will be blocked off. 

In other business, the committee agreed with 
Superintendent Doug White's recommendation that the 
school again forego School Choice for another year. 

Although it has been some time since Rochester 
Memorial School opened its doors for School Choice, the 
state mandates that a school hold a public hearing on 
School Choice annually to opt out of the program. 

White told the committee why it should vote to 
opt out again for the upcoming 2018-2019 school year 
- current class size and space availability, "...And the 
ability to meet the needs of our current students and not 
necessarily be able to look at additional enrollment in our 
buildings," White stated. 

"We built a budget based on our current 
enrollment figures," White said. "From my perspective, 
our class sizes are in a good place where learning 
definitely is a focus and we can meet the needs of all of 
our students." 
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White said it would be unwise to consider 
opening its doors to additional students, asking, ''...And 
if we did, where would those spaces actually be based on 
our current status?" 

"It's been status quo for a while, and I don't see 
anything changing dramatically that would change my 
mind on where we are currently on that," said White. 

The committee closed the School Choice public 
hearing, and with a unanimous vote, kept its doors closed 
to School Choice for another school year. 

In other matters, in light of the assault and 
battery charges against a RMS teacher for inappropriate 
physical contact with a number of students. Rood publicly 
addressed the issue. 
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"This has been a very difficult time for Rochester 
Memorial School," said Rood. She thanked school officials 
for their "open communication with our families." 

Rood said professionals were present that week to 
support students and answer parents' questions. 

"In times like these, we are glad you are with our 
children and supporting our school," Rood said. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for June 14 at 6:30 pm at a 
location to be determined.

The class 
puts together a mash-up of some of Shakespeare's most 
well-known scenes, from the funniest comedies to the 
most harrowing tragedies. 

This program is supported in part by a grant 
from the Rochester Cultural Council, a local agency that is 
supported by the Massachusetts Cultural Council, a state 
agency. Thanks to the grant, students have more materials 
and costumes to work with this semester. 

In this year's production, Harry Potter and 
Hermione Granger use their "time turner" to visit famous 
scenes from Romeo and Juliet, Richard 111, A Winter's Tale, 
Taming of the Shrew, Much Ado About Nothing, Antony and 
Cleopatra, and Love's Labour's Lost while a bedridden Ron 
Weasley narrates. The dialogue for Harry, Hermione, 
and Ron is placed in iambic pentameter by Brunelle who, 
with the help of the previous year's students, chooses the 
scenes and music for the production. 

Playing the narrator Ron, Cuyler Mathieu 
originally intended to be part of the lighting crew. He 
tried out for Ron as a joke, unaware that he was a perfect 
fit for the role. Although taking the class was something 
that his siblings had done before him, Mathieu was 
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excited to experience the class for the first time this year. 
Mathieu believes that Ms. Brunelle makes a great director, 
as she is ''forgiving and gives helpful criticism," which 
helps the production to improve. 

For Brunelle, one of the best aspects of her class is 
that "...Students have the opportunity to take a creative 
hand in the production." Brunelle believes that the input 
of her students is very important to the creation of the 
show and takes their suggestions for the script, set, 
choreography, and cast. 

"The final product is truly a creative collaboration 
of which the students are proud," said Brunelle. "Even 
more importantly, theater is a creative outlet where 
students can come together, work hard, and have fun."

This season was expected to be more of a rebuild 
for Old Colony baseball. Turns out it was a reload. 

For the fifth time in as many seasons, the Cougars 
are the best team in the Mayflower Athletic Conference's 
Small Vocational Division, bringing home another title 
with their 6-2 win over Norfolk Aggie on Wednesday.

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's 
historic homes and buildings. The survey was funded 
one-half by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half 
by the Massachusetts Historical Commission.

Before Main Street was 
extended from Pleasant to Mill Street in 1829, Briggs Lane 
was the old road connecting the southern section of Wharf 
Village with Main Street.

Black Panther. Starring Chadwick Boseman and 
Michael B. Jordan. Directed by Ryan Coogler. Running 
time: 134 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Out this week 
on home streaming and physical media. 

The entire bloated, interlinked, resource-eating 
Marvel Cinematic Universe may have justified itself by 
having made possible Black Panther. It's a rich and shining 
tapestry, in deep African reds and golds and purples. 
Being a Marvel movie, it is unavoidably corporate and 
Manichean — might makes right in the eternal war 
of Good and Evil. Fortunately, the artists behind Black 
Panther are interested in how one defines good and evil. Is 
it that hard to be good if you're a royal, a member of the 
warrior elite of a technologically advanced society? And 
if you grow up the resentful, brutal product of living in a 
much poorer society that resents and brutalizes you, can 
you truly be described as "evil"? 

Director Ryan Coogler and his co-writer Joe 
Robert Cole make Black Panther a battleground of 
philosophies — isolationism vs. generosity, revenge 
vs. justice. It is never at any point black vs. white, or 
African vs. Caucasian, even though one of the villains is 
white (he is shown to be an equal-opportunity slimeball 
who will ally with and then betray whoever can most 
benefit him in the moment). Unlike the unredeemable 
adversaries of the DC universe — the unreachable anarch 
the Joker, the megalomaniacal Lex Luthor — the rogues' 
gallery at Marvel tend to have some shading, some 
humanity, even if appalling humanity. And the heroes 
are often impeded by guilt, doubt, hubris. Thus, T'Challa 
(Chadwick Boseman), newly crowned king of Wakanda, 
represents a kind of naivete born of privilege; his 
opposite, Erik Killmonger (Michael B. Jordan), came up 
outside Wakanda's embrace and has a more bitter view 
of the world. Erik often makes good points, and T'Challa 
sometimes sounds fatuous. 

Wakanda represents what the whole of Africa 
might have been without colonizers — an African- 
American's warming daydream of a black Shangri-La, 
unmutilated by whites. It's a dream of superiority, too; 
Coogler and his artists take command of a medium that 
has spent far more of its history demeaning people of 
color than not, and they make sure this example of the 
medium gives us people of color who are demonstrably 
smarter and tougher than anyone else. (There's a 
white CIA agent, played by Martin Freeman, who is 





generously made a brave and competent fighter.) That an 
empowerment fable on this level — a $200+ million sci-fi 
fantasy opening in 4,000 theaters nationwide — is only 
thinkable due to its association with a larger, otherwise 
pretty pale-skinned corporate concern is probably not 
the sort of irony Marvel fans would appreciate. Yet Black 
Panther may ultimately stand apart from its wider mythos 
the same way Wonder Woman did. 

Considering the strain he must have been under 
— here you go, a massive blockbuster all your own; 
try not to disappoint Marvel or the black audience; no 
pressure or anything! — it might be too much to have 
expected Chadwick Boseman to manage anything other 
than a noble performance, with occasional brushstrokes 
of rage and grief and one or two fleeting bits of humor. 

(I look for the sequels — don't worry, there'll be some — 
to let T'Challa and Boseman have more fun.) Michael B. 
Jordan, on the other hand, knows he has a juicy wounded- 
martyr role and rips into it with gusto, thoroughly 
enjoying playing a large-scale villain on an enormous 
canvas. Boseman more or less gives the movie to Jordan 
and to the many beautiful, brilliant women surrounding 
him: Lupita Nyong'o, Angela Bassett, Danai Gurira, 

Letitia Wright. The Dora Milaje, Wakanda's all-female 
special forces, could give the Amazons in Wonder Woman a 
rough time of it. 

Wakanda is heaven, a dream of unity and equality 
of all kinds — though I imagine we'd have to wait for 
Black Panther 3 or 4 to find out how LGBTQ people or the 
disabled are treated there. Wakanda feels like the perfect 
land we all should have had, a utopia (though one ruled 
by a techno-warrior class). The place has great beauty, 
but it doesn't look like much fun, truth to tell; it looks like 
a stolid land of solemn traditions and tests of strength, 
its loyal subjects pledging to defend its borders from 
the outside world. (And a benevolent monarchy is still 
a monarchy, no?) In a much-discussed quote at the end, 
T'Challa tells the United Nations, "In times of crisis the 
wise build bridges, while the foolish build barriers." It's 
hard not to hear in that a rebuke to ... well, you know. 
Somebody. 
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featuring dinner, beer and wine, live music, awards and 
free massages.
